No. 5 -ITC(PN)/ 63 . —It has been decided that against exports of hand dyed cloth 
effected on and from 1st January, 1963, Import entitlements will be granted under 
the Cotton Textiles Export Incentive Scheme to all registered exporters in the 
manner specified below: 

Description of tho Value of the import 

article exported entitlement 

Hand dyed cloth produced by dyers who are organised 
in establishments having Tex-mark Number issued by the 15% of the f.o.b. 
Textile Commissioner and/or either approve*! by Central value of exports 
Excise Authorities or licensed by Municipal or Panchayat 
or Block Development Authorities. 

Imnort entitlement will be granted for import of coal tar dyes, textile chemicals 
and gum as specified in the Annexure to the Public Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/68, 
dated the 31st October, 1958 as modified from time to time. 

2. This benefit is granted as an experimental measure for a period of one year 
from 1st January, 1963. 

3. Licences for import as above will be granted by the Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports & Exports, Bombay, only once in a quarter on the basis of the export 
effected in the preceding quarter on certification by the Textile Commissioner as 
provided In this Public Notice. 

4. Details of the procedure for claiming import entitlement will be announced 
by the Textile Commissioner, Bombay
